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More UL budget trouble

As the government of Mas- 
sachusettes continues to turn its 
back on higher education. Pres¬ 
ident Hogan believes that in the 
long run, the people of the 
Commonwealth will realize 
how important higher education 
is and will call upon govern¬ 
ment to change the financial sit¬ 
uation of these schools. The 
problem is, however, can 
ULowell wait for the state citi¬ 
zens to speak? 

On October 31, a meeting 
for all faculty and staff was 
called by President Hogan. His 
purpose was to update the 
school on the budget crisis. It 
has been decided that ULowell 
will have to return $2.1 million 
to the state this year which has 
prompted the Board of Trustees 
to approve running the school 
on a “limited life stragedy”. 
What this means is, ULowell 
will continue to operate on 
reserves and revenue from cuts 
in programs. The scheme is to 
conserve money without laying 
off personnel. 

The Continuing Education 
Department has taken loans 
from the school for equipment 
purchases. The payment sched¬ 
ule had been set up to span a 
number of years but now' they 
will be accelerated so that the 
bulk of the money will be 
repaid at the end of this year. 

Some 01 personnel vacan¬ 
cies will continue to remain 
empty and the fourteen sched¬ 
uled positions to be filled will 
be done so half way through the 
year, saving money for salaries. 
Equipment purchases will be 
delayed and the repair/main- 
tence will also be cut. 

President Hogan feels these 


measures can be taken and still 
preserve the heart of the univer¬ 
sity this year. This is only a 
one time deal intended to keep 
the university operational until 
July 1, 1990. After that date, 
revenue in the area of five mil¬ 
lion dollars will be needed to 
proceed into the furure. At the 
present time, even after all the 
fee increases paid by the stu¬ 
dents in September, ULowell is 
one million dollars more in debt 
than it was last year. 

President Hogan told the 
faculty and staff that ULowell 
has done its part in the state's 
budget crises. After the 
planned actions are taken, there 
are no tricks left, no reserve 
accounts to pull from. From 
here, money will be needed to 
continue next year. Tuition 
increases are an option but 
there will be waivers estab¬ 
lished for some students. Basi¬ 
cally, as President Hogan put it, 
those who can pay more, will. 
Another possibility is establish¬ 
ing financial revenue bonds and 
other revenue streams to gener¬ 
ate money. 

President Hogan expressed 
pride for the way the students 
have conducted themselves 
throughout the ordeal. He said 
“This is still a democracy and 
ULowell's rally was one way to 
do it right... Our goal is to edu¬ 
cate and to produce people who 
will keep our economy strong”. 
He continued by admitting it 
would be nice to have a lot of 
the things we can’t “but the bot¬ 
tom line is our dedicated staff, 
which we will not lose.” He 
believes it is time to rebuild 
higher education, not tear it 
down.

Financial Aid Award Notifications are produced every Wednesday evening and sent to student mail¬ 
boxes on Thursday. Student who do not have a student mailbox on-campus will have their notifica¬ 
tions sent home. The Financial Aid Office currently has 224 students who have not returned their 
award letters. If you have misplaced your notification or do not recall receiving one please come to 
the Financial Aid Office. 

Perkins Loan Promissory Notes are available in the Financial Aid Office for all student who accepted 
their loans prior to October 26. Any student who accepts a Perkins Loan after October 26 can sign 
their promissory note in the Financial Aid Office, Processing Center, on the Thursday following the 
date they filed their acceptance letter with the Financial Aid Office. Spring semester promissory notes 
will be available in the Financial Aid Office on November 20 and must be signed by December 1, in 
order for your loan award to appear on your spring semester bill. 

Financial Aid Refund Checks: In order to bring student accounts up-to-date, financial aid transac¬ 
tions will be processed nightly with Accounts Receivable. Accounts receivable is currently processing 
financial aid refund checks to student on a weekly basis. Refund checks have been mailed to student 
mailboxes on-campus, for student accounts credited prior to October 20, 1989. However, in order to 
keep student accounts up-to-date, any student account credited after October 20, which results in a 
refund due to the student, can anticipate a refund check in accordance with the following schedule:

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Making the Nesmith House 


Will English be 
the language of 
Lowell ?

The Lowell City Council 
has voted to put a non-binding 
proposal on the November 
ballot that would declare 
English as the official lan¬ 
guage of the city. What is the 
intent of such a referendum 
question? 

George Kouloheras, who is 
the sponsor of this referen¬ 
dum, is quoted in a 10/21/89 
Boston Globe article as say¬ 
ing. “the proposal would have 
nothing to do with the private 
lives of citizens." He said that 
the proposal is merely a sym¬ 
bol. Okay, but a symbol of 
what? A symbol, perhaps, of a 
city's paranoia toward the var¬ 
ious immigrants and their 
mother languages? 

Well, that's how it feels to 
some of the people who live 
in Lowell. Yesterday, I spoke 
with a woman who is from the 
Spanish community in Low¬ 
ell. She expressed dismay and 
fear about the referendum and 
told me why. 

It seems she has run into 
opposition to her use of Span¬ 
ish. her native language. She 
was talking with a friend, in 
Spanish, and a co-worker 
snidely told her to speak 
English. The conversation 
was personal, not public, yet 
this other woman felt she 
could tell these people to 
speak English! 

Also, a note was recently 
sent home to this woman from 
her eight-year-old son's 
school. The note said that the 
school would be mainstream¬ 
ing her young child: taking 
him out of his bilingual pro¬ 
gram. She said her child can 
not write well in English. She 
is concerned her child will be 
at risk for failure if he is 
mainstreamed too early. 

The concern seems appro¬ 
priate. If the child can't write 
or read in English, yet, how 
will he be able to pass from 
one grade to the next? He 
won't, unless he is promoted 
regardless of his ability, and 
then graduated from the 
school system as a functional 
illiterate. 

She told me that she was 
proud that she could speak 
both English and Spanish. My 
conversation with this woman 
ended with her saying, “They 
don't have the right to tell 
people to speak only English." 
Now, of course, the people 
who are in favor of this refer¬ 
endum would say that they are 
not trying to tell people to 
only speak English. 

Still, I can't help wonder- if 
this is purely symbolic then 
what is the point? I would 
have to agree with Harold 
Raynolds, the commissioner 
of the state Department of 
Education, who, the Globe 
reported, called the idea of 
making English the official 
language of the city of Low¬ 
ell, “unessential, unnecessary, 
even foolish." 

Yes it does indeed seem 
foolish and this referendum 
has many people in the com¬ 
munity worried.

nice to talk about taxing the 
rich all the time, but the vast 
middle class has always paid 
the major burden of the taxes 
and always will just because of 
the sheer numbers of middle 
class citizens. And they're the 
ones that we've lost track of in 
the democratic party.And we've 
got to get back to that. 

I think the vision has to be a 
regeneration of the economy, 
because we're moving into the 
1990’s; you’ve got the pacific 
rim, which is very strong; 
we’ve got the European eco¬ 
nomic community, which will 
come into effect in 1992; and I 
think the relationship between 
labor, management, and gSv- 
ernment has to change. I think 
we' have to become much more 
attuned to each other; and work 
more cooperatively to become 
competitive. We have to 
reestablish our manufacture 
base in this state. In order to do 
that, we're going to have to 
compete educationally, and I 
think public higher education... 
My kids use it. I make a pretty 
good living. My wife works, 
and we've got Five children. It's 
tough to make ends meet, and I 
know there are people making 
less than I am; Brenda and 
myself.and they've got it 
tougher , so we've got to 
improve and expand our public 
higher education, but we can't 
do that without fiscal stability 
in state government. Right now 
we're so far out of control it’s 
difficult... It's going to take a 
couple of years probably to get 
things back on track.

On Sunday. October 29, there 
was an open house held at the 
Nesmith House on Andover 
Street in Lowell. The once 
beautiful, sprawling home was 
built in 1841, and has, in recent 
years, fallen into extreme disre¬ 
pair. ULowell is now playing 
an important role in the restora¬ 
tion of the historic building. 
“Nesmith House restoration is 
being undertaken for the benefit 
of the University of Lowell by 
the Lowell Plan, Inc.," reads 
the sign outside the house. The 
forms requesting donations 
towards the restructuring of a 


state higher education system? 
JF: I’ve had two kids go 
through UMass Amherst. It's a 
great university. I think the pub¬ 
lic elected officials don't take 
enough pride in our public 
higher education institutions. 
Somebody said to me., from the 
student government up in 
Amherst : “As governor, will 
you really continue to under¬ 
stand the situation of higher 
education?" 

1 said, “Sure , I'll probably be 
up here for the the football 
games" You have to participate, 
and not just make speeches 
about it. 

1 went to night school; so I 
never had a strong affiliation; 1 
graduated from Northeastern 
nights and Suffolk University 
'ilUa^MsvboofiwgbtSinnarrd I 
worked during the day. 

And I never had a strong affilia¬ 
tion. So when I first got elected, 
(this is before my kids were 
even close to college age) 1 
went up to the University of 
Massachusetts (at Amherst) 
because it carries our name - 
the state university flagship; 
and I thought it was a great 
institution. I talked to some of 
the faculty there, and watched 
the campus life. Public officials 
have get more involved with 
these public facilities. 

GP: Do you support the refer¬ 
endum movement that’s coming 
out of Amherst for the 1 cent 
increase on the sales tax to fund 
education? 

JF: You know, it's not a case of 
whether you support it. I sup¬ 
port more money for education. 

What the problem we 
have to acknowledge right now 
is we’ve been so bad in govern¬ 
ment for the last four years ( 
and I exclude myself because

Perhaps the next President of 
ULowell will live there, or 
maybe Gallery 410 will move 
in. 

President Hogan suggests that 
the Nesmith House will provide 
fundraising opportunities for 
UL, while at the same time 
serving the cultlural enrichment 
of the city. 


I've been warning about this) 
that people aren't going to 
accept any new taxes right now. 
What we have to do (and 1 said 
this at the demonstration) is 
stop giving money to press sec¬ 
retaries and start giving it to 
public education.Start cutting 
down on the administrative arm 
of government and using that 
first. Once we do that, if we 
need more money, then I'd be 
very happy to go back and sup¬ 
port public higher education 
and go back to the taxpayers. 
But I'll tell you right now. I've 
been around the state these last 
two years; there's going to be a 
tremendous, tremendous level 
of anger and frustration at this 
new tax package that’s being 
filed this afternoon at the house 
of representatives. The average 
citizen, and the average small 
business, particularly in this 
area, when you talk about an 
increase in the sales tax at this 
time, when they're competing 
with new Hampshire; you're 
putting a lot of small businesses 
in jeopardy . Once we put our 
house in order, then I think we 
can start to talk about revenues 
for public higher education, for 
roads and bridges, which are 
badly in need of repair, and for 
mental health services. But 
until we make the cuts, and 
they're necessary, they're (the 
taxpayers) not going to accept 
it. 

You're going to see 
referendum government flour¬ 
ish. And I'm not talking about 
the TEAM referendums. I'm 
talking about the CLT move¬ 
ments, because that’s how peo¬ 
ple get rid of their anger and 
frustration, through one of these 
referendums. Well, the one I’m 
thinking of is the 700/800 mil- 


accessible 

With $1,176,000 already 
invested in the house by the 
Lowell Plan, the Bookstore 
Associates, the Alumni Associ¬ 
ation and other contributors, 
more than $800,000 is still 
needed to complete the restora¬ 
tion. ULowell has put a great 
deal of effort and resources into 
this project, hoping to work 
hand-in-hand with the city as it 
begins to take shape. 

The key to making the 
Nesmith House successful will 
be insuring tha it remains, as 
Dr. Hogan says, “dedicated to 
access". 


lion dollar tax cut that CLT is 
pushing to take back. If people 
get angry enough, they'll do it, 
even if it hurts them. 

A lot of parents and 
kids are torn; because they're 
saying “Of course we want 
quality public education" But 
when someone says to them, 
“You'll have to pay Higher 
taxes “ these people think “I 
can't afford them." One of the 
reasons we support them, is that 
if we used private institutions, 
either I or my children would 
be in debt, when they graduated 
from school, for the next 30 
years. 

I think one of the 
problems guys like me have is 
the administration has been 
very successful in painting any¬ 
one who is against their policies 
to be anti-taxes. And I've never 
said “no new taxes." I've 
always said, “efficiency first, 
and then we'll talk about 
taxes". 

We spent $7 million 
on press secretaries that are 
supposed to enhance the image 
of state government. First of all. 
I'd fire them because they've 
been incompetent because our 
image isn't very good; second, 
if we're going to make a deci¬ 
sion between cutting 
faculty/staff or press agents, to 
me the decision is clear. 

GP: At a recent meeting of the 
Student Advisory Committee, 
(a group made up of the Stu¬ 
dent Government Presidents 
and Student Trustees of the 
state colleges and universities) 
Paul Tsongas suggested that the 
state should involve business to 
straighten out the government. 
Do you agree?

Painist Randall Hodgkinson 
will give a recital of mostly 
American music on November 
3, 7:00 PM, at the Whistler 
House Museum of Art Parker 
Gallery in downtown Lowell.

towards the house chamber, 
though. 

Q: What we want to do is keep 
our revenues here 
JF: What has happened over the 
last five years; we’ve had 
money coming in, and instead 
of paying current obligations, 
which were to nursing homes 
and to universities to provide 
higher education, what we did 
is we shortchanged them. The 
money was coming in to pay 
those bills, but instead of pay¬ 
ing them, it's like having a 
credit card: the money came in 
to pay the credit card, but 
instead of paying that, we went 
out to dinner. And five years 
later, we find that we've built 
up this tremendous backlog of 
obligations, because we really 
didn't use the money that was 
coming in for the purpose that 
it was intended. We looked 
good nationally; what we were 
doing was letting the old basic 
services fall apart, and now 


we*re paying the piper. And it's 
going to take at least two years 
to get us into a stable fiscal 
environment, when we can 
take a look at the university 
system. 

It took us a long time for us to 
dig the hole, and it's going to 
take us a while to get out. 

GP: You were praising UMass 
Amherst a while ago. That's 
something of a sore spot around 
here, since we're funded only 
69 cents for each dollar they 
get, on a per-student basis. 

JF: I was talking about UMass 
mainly because I've had two 
kids go through there. I think 
each university has it's own 
mission, and the U. of Lowell 
has an important one. If we're 
going to compete in bio-tech 
and high-tech industries, we're 
going to need good engineers, 
and the U. of Lowell is one of 
the finest institutions around for 
that, and that includes private 
universities.

The students at the Univer¬ 
sity of Lowell have shown their 
maturity over the past months 
through their actions. Those 
student who have cars on cam¬ 
pus know the frustration of 
finding a space to park it. 

For commuters, on a normal 
day, the frustrations are height¬ 
ened when you can see admin¬ 
istrators and faculty pulling 
right in and not have to fight for 
a parking spot. On the average, 
south campus parking lots are 
filled by 8:30AM. So if you 
don't have an eight o'clock 
class, and you want to sleep 
late, you are almost assured of 
not getting a space in the park¬ 
ing lot. Instead, you have to 


park along the river and have to 
hike a couple of miles just to go 
to classes. In the winter 
months, the alternative parking 
by the river becomes muddy 
when it rains and icy when it 
snows. 

What do we have to do to 
get adequate parking at this 
University? Timothy Lloyd, 
the chairman of the Commuter 
Association, has said many 
times that with most situations 
it will take a tragedy to make 
the University pay attention to 
the problem with parking. With 
the problems that Commuters 
had with parking by the river 
last year, we may see more inci¬ 
dents this year with the increas¬ 
es in student parking by the 
river. 

Visiting Alumni this past 
week came up with a challenge 
to those with the coveted 


reserved parking spaces. Ann 
DiBona, a graduate of 1982, 
suggests, "I think that the 
administration should give up 
their spots for a week or a 
month. Maybe then they would 
only get an idea of what the stu¬ 
dents go through when trying to 
park. They may do something 
about parking if they didn't 
have a parking spot." 

The chairperson of the Com¬ 
muter Association agrees with 
her completely. This article 
marks a formal challenge, to 
any administrator that will 
accept, to give up their parking 
spot for a two week period. 
With the attitude of many 
administrators, the chairperson 
of the Commuter Association 
does not feel that anyone will 
accept the challenge.

Since the passage of the 
26th amendment to the United 


States Constitution in 1971.

What this translates into is 
a lack of representation for the 
student body throughout the 
country. In other words, if we 
are not voting how can we expect 
anyone to care about what we 
have to say about such issues as 
public education, financial aid.

The National Academy for Nuclear Training was established to strengthen 
and unify the efforts of United States nuclear utilities to improve the perfor¬ 
mance and professionalism of nuclear plant personnel. The Academy includes 
the training and education activities for all United States nuclear utilities and 
the Institute of Nuclear Power Operations (INPO). INPO provides administra¬ 
tive support for the Academy and administers this college scholarship program. 
The National Academy for Nuclear Training Scholarship Program provides 
opportunities for students with excellent academic records combined with 
demonstrated interest in, and potential for, a career in the nuclear utility indus¬ 
try.

Students will be 

faced with difficult choice

If you have read the news pages in this issue then you know 
about the budget reversion and that the university has no reserves 
left to fall back on. This is it, the big one. If any, and I mean any, 
more cuts are made they will be made in two areas. They will be 
made in the only areas that can be cut. 

The first area to be hit would be personnel. This would mean that 
faculty, both full and part time, staff, and maintenence personnel 
would be laid off. 

To go hand in hand with the personnel layoffs would be cuts in 
classes, programs, and possibly entire departments and colleges 
here at the university. It wouldn't matter because if you don't have 
people to teach having the class is secondary. 

This is a very ugly scenario. It is also a very realistic one. There 
supposedly should not be any more cuts this year according to the 
governor and the legislature. For some reason, 1 just don't trust the 
word of these people. 

In the near future the fiscal 1990-91 budgets will begin to take 
shape. There will be a question asked of people, "Do you want to 
limit the cost of education, or do you want to provide a quality edu¬ 
cation?" A very simple question. We know that the state will not 
adequately fund public higher education, that has been demonstrat¬ 
ed very clearly over the past two years. So then, this same question 
will be put to the students of the system. 

In just a few short weeks, the administration here at ULowell, 
the Board of Regents, and the legislature will come to the students 
and say, "what do you want, and are you willing to pay for it." 
Unfortunately, there will always be people who will only empha¬ 
size the total dollar amount. 

I would propose that those who can afford to pay more should 
pay more. 1 say this with two stipulations. First, we should 
account for and not exclude those students who could not afford to 
pay more. Second, all of the extra money raised should stay her on 
campus. If those two requirements can be met. we should support a 
substantial tuition and/or fee increase. 

Here at ULowell we need to look at many things before we even 
consider supporting such a drastic proposal. Initially we must look 
internally and see whether or not the university administration has 
treated the situation here the best that they could have. I think that 
they have. We have always been honestly informed as to the uni¬ 
versities financial situation. We must then look to our political 
"leaders". They have not supported us in the recent past, and will 
probably not support us in the near future. Last of all, we must 
look at ourselves. If we want a quality education, if we want to 
guarantee that our diplomas mean something after graduation we 
must ensure that the programs at the University of Lowell continue 
to grow, mature, and gain the respect that they deserve. 

Another great consideration we the students at ULowell must 
look at is our situation in comparison to other campuses here in 
Massachusetts and nationwide. Students at UMass Amherst pay, 
on the average, about $1,000 more per student than students here. 
On the national average we are also on the low end of the tuition 
scale. We can no longer rely on the taxpayers to fund our educa¬ 
tion. The only way to ensure quality is to pay for it ourselves. It 
would be nice to get something for nothing, but this is the real 
world and reality is certainly setting in here in Lowell. 

I like paying additional tuition and fees no more than anyone 
else, but I want to have confidence that I have been trained in the 
best way that I could have while I was in school. We have demon¬ 
strated, written letters, spoken, yelled, and communicated our feel¬ 
ings on this issue many times. We are now going to be challenged 
to back up those words with actions and dollars. I say that we 
should do whatever it takes. We should make ULowell the kind of 
university it can be, no matter what it takes. 

We are going to be faced with a tough choice. It is one we must 
make, and make very soon.

A call for new taxes 


Some citizens are trying to put 
on the ballot for the 1990 elec¬ 
tion a referendum to create an 
equitable yet effective solution 
to Massachusetts’ fiscal crisis. 
(The referendum is supported 
by TEAM, the Tax Equity 
Alliance of Massachusetts). 
This referendum deserves 
everyone’s support. 

I will be honest: the referen¬ 
dum will increase some taxes. 
It will cut the capital-gains 
deduction from 50% to 30%- 
But this will not apply to peo¬ 
ple selling their main homes. 
The sales tax will be expanded, 
but not increased, so as to apply 
to purchases of certain business 
services like management con¬ 
sulting — but small businesses 
will be protected by a $5000 
credit on this tax. 

The referendum will also 


reduce taxes for many needy 
people. It will double the 
exemption for senior citizens 
and the deduction for work- 
related child care. And the ref¬ 
erendum will ensure that the 
current temporary income tax 
will be precisely that—only 
temporary. 

It is expected that these mea¬ 
sures will raise #300 million a 
year—without costing typical 
taxpayers a dime. 

How will this money be 
spent? Exclusively on the 
state's pressing needs: educa¬ 
tion, environmental cleanup, 
basic human needs, and safe 
roads and neighborhoods. To 
ensure that the money is not 
diverted to other purposes, it 
will be put in a special "Invest 
in Massachusetts’ Future 
Fund.” 


The "C" word on campus 


No, no, not that C word. One 
much worse-one called censor¬ 
ship. I've seen something on 
this campus that’s been getting 
me more and more angry every 
time I think about it. One of 
my friends has been putting up 
flyers on both campuses 
announcing that the Greater 
Lowell Chapter of the National 
Organization for Women 
(NOW) is running busses to 
Washington for the November 
12 rally to keep abortion and 
birth control a matter of private 
choice. One day 1 passed by 
the bulletin board in the cafete¬ 
ria and noticed the flyer. I 
walked by again a few hours 
later and it was gone. It just 
disappeared, even though the 
rest of the stuff was still there. 
I asked my friend and she said 
its happened on both campuses. 
At first 1 simply thought that 
taking other people's flyers 
down was pretty rude, but then 
I started to really question the 
act itself. I thought to myself, 
"Well, what if I wanted to go? 


For my own reasons?” Obvi¬ 
ously there are some people on 
this campus who feel that the 
rest of us cannot be allowed to 
decide for ourselves whether 
we'd like to go or not, or even 
whether we disagree or not. 
They just decided that none of 
us would go, and their decision 
took the form of removal of 
information. Censorship. If 
we're kept ignorant that a rally 
is taking place, we can’t decide 
to go and show support for a 
cause the flyer-taker-downers 
don’t like. It seems like they 
may even be defeating their 
own purpose. What if I wanted 
to go to this rally because I 
was violently anti-legal abor¬ 
tion and birth control and I 
wanted my voice to be heard in 
opposition? What if I simply 
wanted to go for the adventure 
of it or to listen to both sides, or 
for a political awakening, or for 
a cheap ride to Washington? 
Well, tough. An anonymous 
someone has made decisions 
pretty simple for the rest of us. 


What about waste and fraud in 
state government? The referen¬ 
dum will create a bipartisan 
task force on ethics and effi¬ 
ciency in sate government. 
There will be a taxpayers’ bill 
of rights. The referendum calls 
for a cut by at least a quarter in 
spending on "consultants” who 
are often a waste of taxpayers’ 
money. 

Signatures will be collected at 
various places for this citizen 
initiative. 1 urge you to sign it: 
without it our state’s economy, 
ecology and social fabric are 
gravely threatened. 

This is truly an investment in 
our future.

The team with the 
highest score for the first three 
games is the winner of the team 
event. Next, the teams are bro¬ 
ken down into pairs of bowlers.
